AN ORDINANCE creating a Centralized Relocation 
Agency, and creating a position of Relocation 
Director and amending Special Ordinance No. 
S-713-71 by fixing the salary for such 
position for the year 1972. 


WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana has entered 
into a Memorandum of Understanding with the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development; and 

WHEREAS, the Common Council of said City has approved 
said Memorandum of Understanding by resolution; and 

WHEREAS, the need for such a Centralized Relocation 
Agency is apparent in view of the number of persons requiring 
relocation as a result of local code enforcement and urban renewal; 
and 

WHEREAS, it is apparent that there is need for a director 
to be in charge of supervising relocation activities; and 


WHEREAS, the duties of the Centralized Relocation Agency 
and the duties of the Minimum Housing Code Compliance Division are 
mutually compatible and the same officer could efficiently and 
economically discharge the responsibilities of being in charge of 
each said office; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. There is hereby created a Centralized Relo- 
cation Agency within the Board of Works and subject to the overall 
control of the Board of Works. 


SECTION 2. There is hereby created the office of 
Relocation Director in charge of said Centralized Relocation 
Agency. Said office shall be appointed by the Mayor, shall serve 
at the pleasure of the Mayor and shall receive an ^nual salary 
of

SECTION 3. 

provide relocation assistance to all persons displaced as a result 
of local code enforcement or urban renewal, and the Centralized 
Relocation Agency shall provide property management service for 
properties acquired by the City of Fort Wayne as a result of 
urban renewal programs, as set out in the Urban Renewal Handbook 
as issued by the Department of Housing and Urban Development; the 
Centralized Relocation Agency shall provide social service counsel- 
ing and referral assistance to displaced persons in assisting their 
relocation; the Centralized Relocation Agency shall maintain in 
its office listings of dwelling units which might be availabe in 
connection with the relocation of persons leaving areas which 
have been acquired by the City as a result of urban renewal pro- 
grams .

SECTION 4. The Minimum Compliance Division shall be 
responsible for the inspection of units used, or intended to be 
used for housing, to assure compliance with all applicable 
statutes, ordinances and regulations enacted, adopted or promul- 
gated by legislative or administrative agencies having authority 
in the premises. 

SECTION 5. If any section, clause, sentence, paragraph, 
part or provision of this Ordinance shall be held invalid by any 
court, it shall be conclusively presumed that this Ordinance would 
have been passed by the common council without such invalid section, 
clause, sentence, paragraph, part or provision. 


SECTION 6. This Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage, approval by the Mayor and 
legal publication thereof.
